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REMARKS 



This Amendment is submitted in response to the Office Action dated May 19, 2004, 
having a shortened statutory period set to expire July 19, 2004. 

fo the present Amendment, Applicant has proposed amendments to the specification to 
correct obvious misspellings. No new matter is introduced by the proposed amendment, and * 
entry is respectfully requested. 

hx paragraph 2 of the present Office Action, Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(e) as unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,560,641 to Poverty « at (Poorly). That 
rejection is respectfully traversed as it might be applied to the claims as amended herem, and 
favorable reconsideration of the claims is respectfully requested. 

Applicant respectfully submits that Poorly does not tender the present claims 
unpatentable under 35 U.S.C. § 102 or § 103 because that reference does not teach or suggest 
each feature recited m the claims as amended herein. For example, Pwderly does not disclose 
the following steps of exemplary Claim 1:

With respect to the above steps of exemplary Claim 1, paragraph 7 of the present Office 
Action cites Figure 3 and col. 11, lines 34-37 of P^derly. The cited passages disclose 
"functions performed by the first program code when execute d , bv the host processor 50 
jvrnnp rtif, POST routine" (col. 11, lines 34-37, emphasis supplied). Clearly, the functions
